In this 
way it forvesiiHtx safety valvo for llic in- 
U.-1-nul ln-al. The Oil g'.aiuls pourout an oily 
Hqnid invisible in ordinary circumstances, 
which serves to keep the skin soft, smooth 
uml rtlso lo prevent a too rapid evaporation 
of the moisture of the body. The so-called 
pores of the skin are chielly tho opcainga of 
these sweat am! oil glands. It will be read- 
ily seen, therefore, that the skin lias an ac- 
tive part to perform. Il is, indeed one of 
the fuur outlets or sewers of tho body—the 
kidneys, intestinal canal and the lungs be- 
ing tlio other three. These four cutlets are 
to" a small extent compensatory—tha- is, 
where one is more or less diseased Ihe oth- 
ers endeavor to make up *»he loss. It is of 
great importance, therefore, to maintain the 
skin in a sondition to perform its functions 
in health, but il is still of greater moment 
in diseases such as typhus, typhoid, scarlet 
fever and the like, which are due to zymotic 
or i»isoncus material. Tho skin, as well as 
every other outlet, is to bo kept so as to lead 
to rapid elimination of tho internal poison, 
and t>uriied-up tissues within. This brings 
us to a aonsidcration of the difEercnt meas- 
ures railed for in fever or other iLlDCSS in. 
order that its healthy actioc. may bo pro- 
moted. The lirst of importance, as you have 
doubtless already inferred, is cleanliness. 
The pores, or outlets, oC the glandular 
structures are to bo l;epl open, and tho 
scarf skin is not to be permitted to accumu- 
late and harden, and '.hereby become moro 
or less impermeable. 


"The question of washing cr baths, there- 


fore, demands attention. Unless otherwise 
advised, washing or bathing in sickness is 
never to be omitted. 'Water sufficiently 
warm to prevent chilliness is to bo em- 
ployed. 
This mcano a temperature of 


ninety-two degrees to ninety-eight dagrccs, 
nncl, that there may be no mistake, always 
test with the thermometer. Subsequently 
moro hot °r cold water may bo added, ac- 
cording to the sensations of tho patient. 
Water alone is not, however, sufflcient to 
free the skin of ita'wasto accumulation.

alkali, such as carbonated sodium or borax, 
ure employed. This is sponged on, audsub- 
sequcr.tly'rinsed off with clean water. Al- 
though soap or an alkali is important an a 
cleansing agent, after this has been effected 
its further action on the skin would be irrt- 
tatin", and it is necessary, therefore, that 
the parts should always be subsequently 
rinsed or sn«ngeu OfE with clean water, for 
the obvious purpose of ridding tho skin of 
of the renir.ining .soap or alkali. In mr.ny 
instances of genera! disease, cspecisiHytho 
eruptive fovci-3, as small-pox, seal-lot, fever, 
etc., soothing baths arc demanded for tho 
relief ol'distressing symptoms, such as ten- 
sion, burning or itchlr.css of the skin. The 
bran bath or gelatin bath is, therefore, o.r- 
tcr. brought into use. For cleanliness, ex- 
posed parts of tho body, as the face and 
hands, should bu washed not less than once 
dailv 
The same may be said of those parts 


where tho sweat and oil glands are n:ost 


numerous, as, for instance, the armpits. 
Bcaip. also, should receive attention. Tho 
liair in the fcmalo should be plaited early ia

"in various di ceases it is sometimes nec- 


essary to use dusting powders. These pow- 
ders are often used; indeed, ia many cases 
after simple washing, giving the skin o. 
soft and pleasant feeling exceedingly com- 
fortable for tho patient. Powders are 
soothing and protective. A powder for this 
purpose should be perfectly smooth auc 
Ircofrom grit when rubbed between tho 
fingers. Grittiness or lumpincss makes a 
powder useless, as instead of soothing or 
protecting tho slcin, irritation or scratching 
may result. Powders may bo applied by 
the ordinary toilet powder brush, or it may 
bo inclosed in a coarsely woven muslin or 
linen bag, and tho surface gently tapped 
with it. At times, also, as in chafing, gen- 
eral itching or burning of tho skin ia tho 
eruptive fevers, washes or lotionn are ad- 
vised—for instance, a wash for antiseptic

These washes aro 
sometimes used for chafing beneath l!ic 
mammary gland in monthly nursing, and 
also in some of the eruptive diseases. The 
wash dries and the sediment remains as a 
protective coating to the parts. 


"Anoihcr class ol' applications that aro 


often demanded in such dincases as scir/le: 
fever, measles, etc., are ointment;-.. In iho 
laststage, or scaling stage, ol' scarlet fever, 
for instance, ointments or oily applications 
are almost invariably used. They are sco'Ji- 
ing ar.d grateful to the skin, and prevent or 
limit tho contagion. An ointment should be 
smooth, homogeneous and free from lumps. 
The former, if applied lo tho sensitive skin, 
v,-il! often prove irritating, while the latter 
jul! prove soothing and refreshing. 
Oint- 


mints, when applied fov soothing or heal- 
ing purposes, as, for instance, in tho after 
treatment of blisters, should bo applied 
upon pieces of lint, spreading about the 
thickness of. tho back of a table-knife. The 
ointment should always be spread sufficient- 
ly thick to prevent drying out, and sticking 
to tho parts, or else on removal pain acd 
damage arc caused, tho condition which it- 
has been your aim to prevent. For spread- 
ing an ointment an ordinary knife or a 
spatula is employed. Where largo or irreg- 
ular surfaces aro to bo thus treated, as in 
erysipelas or similar diseases, tho pieces of 
lint upon which tho ointment is spread 
.hould bo small, so that they may Ut closc- 
yupon the parts. A singlo large pieee will 
vrinlde, r.ud soino part will be too much 
iressetl and acted upon, and others will os- 
ape entirely. For oiling or greasing pur- 
loscs, as in ncarlot fever, tho ointment J3 
usually smeared or gently rubbed over the 
kin. For this purpose iho hand may be 
ised, or, which is preferable, a soft piece ot 
lannel."

he sad ovctit, and tho result of it \vns-ar, it 
sin every oaso of tho kind—they clung to 
each other with a love aud, affection they 
lad never known before. 
These people

"How do you account for this; v.-as there 


no ail rr.cnl of any kind?" 


"None at all. Her whole miad an'd soul 


wcro centered on tho one thing until the 
thought absolutely withdrew from all power 
from tho body lo discharge its functions and 
the result v.-a's she died—a real case of what 
153 been poetically described as death from 
a broken heart," 


" What of the other case?" 
" It was very different, from this, yet it 


illustrates the power of the ir.ir.d over tho 
jody no less forcibly. Some timo ago a 
very intellectual and highly-accomplished 
young lady here in Ihe city holding a pin in 
Her mouth, swallowed it, or, as she thought. 
swallowed it. The thought ot what she had 
done, the very idea of that pin being in her 
stomach, throw her instantly into Iho most 
violent spasms and convulsions. I was sum- 
moned to sec her, aud found her in a very 
critical condition, cold sweat all over her 
body, convulsion following convulsion, and 
altogether ia an alarming situalion to her 
friends. Here's the funny circumstances: 
The young lady wore false teeth, and in one 
of her convulsions threw them out on tho 
floor, ar.d the pin, which had all the tir.io 
hcen sticking up behind Iho plate, fell down 
with them. livery body, of course, roared 
with laughter, and the young lady was well 
as quickly as she had been taken ill."

A SOLDIER'S STORY. 


Ho Avers Emphatically That the Dead 


Can Foci tbo Cold. 


The night of December 31, 1SC2, was an 


exceedingly cold one in tha vicinity of Mur- 
frccsboro, Tenu. The first day's battle at 
Stone river had been fought, resulting in 
disaster to the Federal army, which had 
been driven from its original ground at 
every point except its extreme left. 


The weary troops at this point lay behind 


a railway embankment, which had served 
them during the last hours of the fight as a 
breastwork to repel repeated charges of 
tho enemy. 
Behind the lino the ground was open and 


roclry, says the San Francisco Examiner. 
Great bowlders lay about everywhere, and 
among them lay many of the Federal dead, 
where they had been carried out of the way. 


Before the embankment the dead of both 


armies lay crreatly thicker, but they wero 
not molested. It was not a very dark night, 
being clear. 


Among the dead in the bowlders lay one f 


whom nobody Icnew, a Federal sergeant, j 
shot directly in tbo center oC the forehead. | 
One of our surgeons, from Idle curiosity, or, 
possibly, with a view to tho -amusement of 
a group of ofllccrs during a lull in the en- 
gagement (wo needed something to divert 
our minds), had dropped his probe clean 
through tho head. 


Tho body lay on its back, its chin in the 


air, and with straightened limbs, as rigid as 
steel; frost on its white face and its board 
und hair. Some Christian soul had covered 
it with a blauket, but when the night be- 
came pretty sharp a companion of the writer 
removed this, and we lay beneath it our- 
selves. 


With the exception of our pickets, which 


had been posted well iu front of tho em- 
bankment, every mau iay silent. 


Conversation was forbidden; to bavo 


made a fire or oven struck a match to light 
n pipe- would have been a grave offense. 
Stamping horses, moaning wounded—every 
thing that made a noise had been sent to 
the rear; the silence was absolute. 


Those whom tho chill prevented from 


Bleeping nevertheless reclined as they shiv- 
ered or sat with their heads on their arms, 
suffering, but making no sign. Everyone 
had lost friends and all expected death on 
the morrow. These matters nre mentioned 
to show the improbability of any one going 
about during these solemn hours to commit 
a ghastly practical joke. 


"When the dawn broke the sky was still 


clear. "Wo shall have a warm day," tbo 
writer's companion whispered as we rose in 
tho gray light; "let's give back the poor 
devil his' blanket." 


Tha sergeant's body lay in the same 


place, two yards away. But not in the 
same attitude. It was upon its right side. 
Tho knees were drawn up nearly to the 
breast, both hands thrust to the wrist be- 
tween tho buttons of the jacket, the collar 
ot -which was turned up, concealing the 
cars. Tho shoulders wero elevated, the 
head was retracted, the chin rested on the 
collar-bone. The posture was that of cue 
suffering from intense cold. 


But for what had been previously ob- 


served—but for the ghastly evidence of tho 
bullet-hole—one would have sworn the man 
bad, frozen to death.
